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n January 10, 1903, committees 
representing the long-established Na- 
tional League and the two-year old 
fledgling American League met in Cin- 
cinnati to enact a peace treaty that 
would put an end to the hostilities and 
player-jumpings between the two ma- 
jor professional baseball associations. 
There was, however, one dissenter 
among the National League 
owners—John T. Brush. Brush was the

owner of the Nationals’ New York fran- 
chise and besides harboring an in- 
tense dislike for the feisty American 
League President, Ban Johnson, he 
was also steadfastly opposed to the 
upstart new league placing a franchise 
in New York. 


But Ban Johnson was equally deter- 
mined to solidify this peace treaty by 
making sure his new league would be 
coexisting with the established Na- 
tionals on equal footing. To achieve 
that, Johnson knew he had to have a 
club in New York. His plan was to move 
the Americans’ Baltimore fran- 
chise—which he believed was no 
longer a big league town—into New 
York, despite the opposition from 
Brush. Johnson also had two other 
obstacles that, on the surface anyway, 
appeared even more formidable: 


There was no place for his American 
League club to play in New York and he 
had no owners for it. 


Much to his delight, however, 
Johnson was able to solve both of 
those problems in relatively short 
period of time. In his youth, Jonnson 
had been a sportswriter and had form- 
ed aclose friendship with another cub 
reporter named Joe Vila, wno would 
later rise to the sports editorship of 
the New York Sun. It was Vila who in- 
troduced Johnson to a man named 
Frank Farrell, a one-time bartender 
who was now the proprietor of a New 
York gambling house. 


Johnson was at first skeptical about 
Farrell's ability to assume the financial 
task Of owning and operating a base- 
ball franchise, but he was quickly con- 
vinced when ex-saloon keeper plunk- 
ed down a certified check for $25,000. 
With that, Farrell guaranteed Johnson 
he would be able to finance the club, 
but as a further assurance, Farrell 
brought into partnership a friend, 
William (Big Bill) Devery. Like Farrell, 
Devery had been an ex-bartender, but 
was now retired and quite wealthy 
after having served as chief of the 
New York police department, while 
also making several good investments 
in real estate. 


As for a playing location, Farrell and 
Devery had access to a piece of land 
that ran from 165th Street to 168th, 
on Broadway. “It won't seem so far up- 
town for long,” Farrell explained to 
Jonnson. “The neighborhood is grow- 
ing and the subway, which will start 
operating in the fall, will be extended 
up there sooner than people will be- 
lieve.” With that, the deal was consum- 
mated. Farrell and Devery, a couple of 
ex-saloon keepers, bought the 
American League franchise in Balti- 
more for the sum of $18,000 and 
moved it to New York. They then 
began construction of the ballpark up 
at 165th and Broadway. A wooden 
grandstand and bleachers were built, 
a clubhouse was installed next to the 
surrounding wooden fence and the 
total capacity of the park was 15,000. 
The team was then christened the 
Highlanders because its ballpark was 
situated on one of the highest points 
of Manhattan Island. 


The team that Farrell and Devery 
brought north from Baltimore did not 
lack for talent either. They were 
managed by Clark Griffith (who occa- 
sionally took a turn at pitching). In the

outfield was “Wee Willie’ Keeler, 
destined to become one of the great- 
est “place hitters in baseball history, 
while the Highlanders’ leading 
moundsman was a chunky (5-9, 180) 
right-hander, Jack Chesbro who would 
establish an American League record 
of 41 victories in 1904. On May 1, 1903, 
the Highlanders made their debut in 
New York and with Johnson, Devery 
and Farrell looking on together, Keeler 


Y/ 


rapped a pair of doubles, walked twice 
and scored three runs, and Chesbro 
went all the way in beating 
Washington, 6-2. 


It was an auspicious beginning to be 
sure, but the early years under the 
stewardship of Farrell and Devery 
were rocky ones. Under Griffith's 
direction, the Highlanders finished

second a couple of times, but by 1911 
Farrell and Devery, through both im- 
patience and bad judgement, had 
gone through five managers. By this 
time, also, the team had slipped to the 
bottom of the American League stan- 
dings, attendance was off dramatically 
and the tiny ballpark uptown was 
already outmoded. The team had also 
adopted a new name. Jim Price, the 
Sports Editor for the New York Press, 
found “Highlanders” too long for his 
headlines and had begun calling the 
team the “Yankees.” By 1913, the rest 
of the newspapers and media had 
adopted the name as well. 


In 1914, the Devery-Farrell regime 
hit rock bottom when Frank Chance, 
the great Cubs’ first baseman who had 
been brought over from the National 
League to manage the Yankees, 
became embroiled in a feud with Hal 
Chase, the popular but often insubor- 
dinate incumbent first baseman. 
Upon learning that Chase was making 
fun of his being deaf in one ear, 
Chance, already frustrated with the 
team's overall failures, blew up. "Get 


out," he said to Chase, “you'll never 
wear that uniform again." The same 
night he traded the gifted first base- 
man to the White Sox for two players 
whose combined abilities wouldn't 
have equalled half of Chase's. Not long 
after, Chance’s tensions hit the boiling 
point when he tried to slug Devery. He 
quit the next night, but Devery and 
Farrell, equally resigned to the team's 
fallen fortunes, would not be far 
behind.

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#'&t about the same time the 
Yankees were falling under hard times 
for Frank Farrell and Bill Devery, a 
couple of very close friends of John 
McGraw—Colonel Jacob Ruppert and 
Capt. Tillinghast L'Hommedieu Huston- 
—were inquiring about the possibility 
of buying the Giants. Ruppert, a multi- 
millionaire brewer, and Huston, a sold- 
ier-engineer, were reported to have at 
least $1 million in the bank ready to in- 
vest in a big league baseball team. But 
McGraw had to inform them that the 
Giants, despite having fallen into the 
hands of John Brush's heirs, were not 
for sale. “If you really want to buy a 
club, though," McGraw told his two 
friends, “| think | can help you. Go see 
Frank Farrell about the Yankees."

As it was, Farrell had gotten himself 
into some temporary financial straits 
and, after battling with his managers 
for the previous 10 years, was now 
fighting with his partner, Devery. The 
negotiations between Ruppert and 
Huston with Farrell and Devery were 
brief, and on Jan. 11, 1915, the Yankees 
passed to the Colonel and the Captain 
for the sum of $460,000. Today you 
could scarcely pay a single player's 
salary for one year for that figure. 


The first thing Ruppert and Huston 
set out to do in their new partnership 
was to instill some stability back into 
the Yankees. Their friendship with 
McGraw paved the way for moving the 
team into the Polo Grounds as a tenant 


of the Giants. In addition, Wild Bill 
Donovan, a popular former pitcher for 
the Tigers, was named manager. Rup- 
pert and Huston next set out to im- 
prove the quality of the personnel at 
Donovan's disposal. Among their initial 
moves in that regard was the purchase 
of third baseman Frank "Home Run" 
Baker from Connie Mack's Athletics for 
$25,000. 

It became quickly apparent that

Baker (who hit .269, .282, .306 and .293 
in his first four sessions with the 
Yankees) wasn't going to be enough to 
transform the Yankees into a con- 
tender, and when they slipped to 
seventh in 1917, Ruppert and Huston 
agreed they had to change managers. 
It was the last time they were able to 
agree on anything. For in the after- 
math of firing Donovan, Ruppert and 
Huston began bickering openly on 
who to choose as his successor. Huston 
wanted Wilbert Robinson, the long- 
time successful manager at Brooklyn, 
but Huggins felt "Uncle Robbie” was 
too old—at age 50! After some bitter 
arguing with Huston, Ruppert finally 
asked American League President Ban 
Johnson for his advice. "Get Miller Hug- 
gins," said Johnson, suggesting the 
diminutive manager of the Cardinals. 


With the help of J.G. Taylor Spink, 
Editor of the St. Louis-based Sporting 
News, Ruppert succeeded in convinc- 
ing Huggins to leave the Cardinals and 
take over the Yankee helm. It was the 


first major step in the building of a 
dynasty that would last for the next 60 
years and beyond. Once Huggins was 
hired, Ruppert sought to build the 
Yankees quickly through a series of 
trades. His favorite trading mate turned 
out to be Harry Frazee, the New York 
theatre magnate who owned the Red 
Sox. Because he was frequently in 
need of quick cash fixes to keep his 
theatre interests thriving, Frazee was 
willing to sell off some of his players. 
Ruppert's first acquisition from 
Boston was the submarine pitcher, 
Carl Mays, whom he obtained for two 
journeyman pitchers and $40,000 on 
July 29, 1919. Mays would go on to win 
66 games over the next three seasons, 
but it was another pitcher—whom 
Ruppert purchased in January of 
1920—who turned out to be the big- 
gest bargain in baseball history. 


The 1919 baseball season ended 
under a shroud of question about the 
game's integrity. There were wide- 
spread rumors that the 1919 World 
Series had been fixed and later eight 
members of the losing White Sox 
would be banned forever from the 
game for their part in the conspiracy. 
The game needed a fix all right, a hero 
fix. And Ruppert provided one, 
thanks once more to Frazee. The 
Boston owner was again in need of 
capital to produce one of his plays, 


“No, No, Nanette” and Ruppert was 
there to his rescue. The Colonel of- 
fered Frazee $100,000 to bail him out 
of debt—in exchange for the Red Sox 
star pitcher-outfielder, Babe Ruth. 
Frazee had no choice but to accept. 


Babe Ruth changed the entire 
course of baseball, re-shaping the 


game from one of base hits and base 
stealing to one of power and pro- 
digious home runs. He earned his title 
“Sultan of Swat” and he was the sym- 
bol of the new New York Yankees who 
would come to be called “Murderer's 
Row.” In 1920, Ruth led the AL in 
homers (54) and RBI (137). The follow- 
ing year the Yankees won their first- 
ever American League flag—and it was 
Ruth who carried them with a stagger- 
ing total of 59 homers and 171 RBI. 


In the meantime, though, the 
emergence of Ruth and the Yankees 
was causing their landlord Giants to

have some second thoughts about the 
Polo Grounds arrangement. In May of 
1922 Giants owner Charles Stoneham 
informed Ruppert and Huston that he 
wanted the Polo Grounds all to 
himself; that they should begin to look 
for a new place to play. It was the end 
of a mutual friendly relationship be- 
tween the two teams, although Rup- 
pert, as far back as 1920, had already 
taken out an option on a piece of pro- 
perty across the Harlem River from the 
Polo Grounds—at 161st St. and River 
Ave. in the Bronx. It was on that site 
Ruppert determined to erect his own 
stadium. It would be a stadium in the 
grandest tradition, larger than any 
other existing ballpark in the majors. 
Its three tiers of grandstand plus 


wooden bleachers from foul pole to 
foul pole would seat over 70,000 fans. 
On April 18, 1923, the Stadium—Yankee 
Stadium—opened. A crowd of over 
60,000 jammed their way in to see the 
Yankees play Connie Mack's Athletics. 
With the score tied 1-1 in the third in- 
ning, Ruth came to bat against the A's 
Howard Ehmke with two men on. 
Ehmke threw a slow curve and The 
Babe hammered it into the rightfield 
bleachers for the game-winning 
homer that gave the Yanks and Bob 
Shawkey a 4-1 decision. The first game 
ever played at Yankee Stadium had 
been won by the Yankees on a home 
run by Babe Ruth. There would be 
many more after in The House That 
Ruth Built. 


Home Run Baker 


Miller Huggins 
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all of Famer Joe Sewell 
played only the final three seasons of 
his 14-year major league career with 
the Yankees. He was signed by New 
York after the Cleveland Indians re- 
leased him in January of 1931. By then 
he had already enjoyed a banner 
career, having hit over .300 eight 
times. He finished up in 1933 with a 
lifetime batting average of .312 and a 
reputation for having one of the 
keenest batting eyes in baseball 
history. In 7,132 career at-bats, Sewell 
struck out only 113 times, a record that 
still stands today! In 1927, while with 
the Indians, he had the opportunity of 
playing against what is generally con- 
sidered the greatest of all teams—the 


1927 Yankees’ Murderer's Row outfit of 
Ruth, Gehrig, Meusel, Lazzeri, Combs 
etc. But in 1932, Sewell was an integral 
member of the Yankees’ World Cham- 
pionship club that season that won 107 
games and snapped Connie Mack's A's 
string of three straight American 
League pennants. Then in the ‘32 
World Series, Joe McCarthy's Yankees, 
which had won the pennant by 13 
games, swept over the Cubs four 
straight, 12-6, 5-2, 7-5 and 13-6. It is Joe 
Sewell's contention that, as great as 
the '27 Yankees were, the '32 club that 
he played on was even better. Here in 
an exclusive first person interview 
with United Press International's Fred 
Down, Sewell gives a very convincing 
argument for his case.

Were the 1927 Yankees the best 
ever? I'll tell you this about them: They 
had good hitting and good pitching 
and good defense. They also had a 
good manager (Miller Huggins) and a 
good organization behind them. But if 
you ask me, it's a toss-up as to which 
club was better, '27 or '32. The '27 
Yanks hit 158 home runs with Ruth (60) 
and Gehrig (47) hitting almost twice 
the total of any other team in the 


league. Their superiority over their 
rivals was incredible. Offensively they 
led the league in homers, total bases 
and runs. They were good all right. | 
should know. | played against ‘em. 
Waite Hoyt (the ace of the '27 Yankees 
with a 22-7 record) is right, though, 
when he says the legend that the '27 
club scored five runs in the first inning 
of almost every game and won ‘em all 
easily is dead wrong. Actually the '27

club was a late-inning hitting club. 
They used to start games at 3:15 in the 
afternoon in those days. The New York 
writers soon began calling those late- 
inning rallies “Five O'Clock Lightning”. 


But the more | think about it, the 
more | feel the 1932 Yankees would 
have beaten the '27 Yankees. For one 
thing, we had Bill Dickey as our catcher 
while the '27 Yankees had Pat Collins. 
Collins couldn't carry Dickey's glove or 
bat. That gives us a big edge right 
there at the most important position. 


We were as good as a defensive club 
as '27 too and we had better pitching. 
We had Lefty Gomez, Red Ruffing, 
Johnny Allen plus Herb Pennock and 
George Pipgras from the '27 club were 
still around. Gomez was almost as good 
as Lefty Grove in my opinion. Our 
shortstop, Frankie Crosetti, didn't hit 
much (.241), but he was just a rookie 
and we had five .300 hitters and a .299 
hitter in our starting lineup with him. 


We won the pennant easily in '32 and 
just slaughtered the Cubs in the World 
Series. I'd have to think we had to beat 
out a better Athletics’ team in '32 than 
the one the '27 club beat for the pen- 
nant. The '32 A's were coming off three 
straight pennants, Jimmie Foxx won 
the home run (58) and RBI (169) titles, 
Jimmie Dykes was playing third instead 
of first and Grove had one of his best 
years winning the ERA title. If you ask 
me the only edge the '27 club had over 
the '32 club was possibly in leftfield 
and the fact that Ruth and Gehrig had 
their greatest seasons in '27. 


S7 
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ame the 1940s and World 
War Il stripped most of the major 
league clubs of their prime talent. The 
Yankees won the American League 
pennant by 17 games in 1941 over a 
Red Sox' team that featured Jimmie 
Foxx, Bobby Doerr, Joe Cronin, Ted 
Williams (who hit .406) and Dom DiMag- 
gio. Considering that lineup, it is hard 
to believe that the Red Sox weren't 
able to even give the Yankees a race! It 
was no wonder then that Joe DiMaggio, 
who hit safely in a record 56 straight 
games that still stands today, was nam- 
ed Most Valuable Player over Williams. 
In the '41 World Series, the Yankees 
crushed the Dodgers, four games to 
one. 

It was indeed one of the greatest of 
Yankee teams, the '41 contingent. Red 
Ruffing, with a 15-6 mark, Marius Russo, 
who was 14-10, and Lefty Gomez, 15-5, 
headed up the pitching staff. A young 
shortstop whom the Dodgers had re- 
jected as being too small made his bow 
for the '41 Yanks and hit .307. His name 
was Phil Rizzuto and he is still very 
much a part of the Yankee scene. 

The '42 Yankee club was virtually un- 
changed and again beat out the Red 
Sox for the American League flag, this 
time by nine games. And again, it was 


done in spite of the batting heroics of 
the great Ted Williams who won the tri- 
ple crown with a .356 average, 36 
homers and 137 RBI. The Yankees were 
paced by their magnificent double 
play combo of Rizzuto and Joe Gordon, 
who led the league in twin killings—and 
their brilliant young outfield of Joe 
DiMaggio, Tommy Henrich and Charlie 
Keller who combined for 289 RBI. In the 
World Series, however, the Yankees 
bowed to the Cardinals of Billy 
Southworth, Stan Musial and Enos 
Slaughter, four games to one. 

The Yankees made it three straight 
American League pennants in 1943, 
burying the second place Senators by 
13% games, but by now the War was 
beginning to take its toll on their man- 
power. Rizzuto, DiMaggio, Ruffing and 
Henrich were all off to the armed 
forces in '43 and it was left to Keller, 
Spud Chandler and Nick Etten to show 
the way to the World Series. Chandler 
emerged as the dominant pitcher in 
the AL, leading the circuit in wins (20-4) 
and ERA (1.64). Etten took over at first 
base and knocked in 107 runs. Keller led 
the club in homers with 31, while Billy 
Johnson came up from the minors to 
play third base and had an excellent 
rookie campaign with a .280 average, 
94 RBI plus a league-leading 183 putouts 


and 326 assists. The '43 Series provided 
the Yankees with a measure of revenge 
against the Cardinals too as they revers- 
ed the ‘42 verdict by winning in five 
games. Chandler was the hero with two 
complete game efforts in the first and 
fifth. 

At the close of the decade, the In- 
dians under the leadership of future 
Hall of Famer Lou Boudreau began to 
make their presence felt as an Amer- 
ican League power. A trade with the 
Yankees was largely responsible for 
that too. On Oct. 19, 1946, the Yankees, 
in need of more pitching, sacrificed se- 
cond baseman Joe Gordon to get a pro- 
mising young right-hander named Allie 
Reynolds from Cleveland. It would pro- 
ve to be a deal that helped both clubs 
immeasurably. Gordon teamed up with 
Boudreau to form one of baseball's all 
time great keystone combos and in '48 
the two of them took the Tribe to the 
pennant and a World Series triumph 
over the Boston Braves. It took a 
playoff with the Red Sox to give the In- 
dians the pennant while the Yankees 
finished third, two games back. In '49, 
however, the three clubs flip-flopped 
with the Yankees, under new manager 
Casey Stengel, finishing first. Williams 
led the league in homers and RBI for 
the second place Red Sox.

PHIL RIZZUTO: Emerged as the guts of 
the Yankees, breaking in with a .307 
mark in 1941. Came back from three 
years in the service to hit .257 in ‘46. 
Was named MVP in 1950 when he hit 
career high .324. 


TED WILLIAMS: Along with Joe DiMag- 
gio, the dominant player of the 1940s. 
Won the Triple crown in '42 and ‘47 for 
Red Sox and hit .406 in '41, the last man 
to eclipse .400 in a season. Won four 
home run titles in the '40s and four 
batting crowns. 


LOU BOUDREAU: The “boy manager” of 
the Indians from 1942-50, he was 
named Most Valuable Player in 1948 
when he led the Tribe to the world 
championship. Hit .355 with career- 
high 18 homers and 106 RBI in '48. Led 
AL shortstops in fielding eight times. 


BOB FELLER: The fastest pitcher of his 
time. Led the AL in wins in '40 (27), '41 
(25), '46 (26) and '47 (20). Also won seven 
AL strikeout titles including record 348 
in '46. Pitched two of his 3 no-hitters in 
the '40s, one of them a 1-0 masterpiece 
over Yankees, April 30, 1946. 
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JOE GORDON: Was the dominant sec- 
ond baseman of the AL in the ‘40s for 
both Yankees and Indians. A power hit- 
ter, he hit 253 homers in his career. 
Knocked in 103 runs in both 1940 and 
‘42 for Yankees and hit career-high .322 
in '42 as well. 


JOE DIMAGGIO: The Yankee Clipper, 
voted the greatest living player, he 
had his banner seasons in the '40s. Won 
the batting title in 1940 and the RBI 
crown in ‘41. In '48 he led AL in homers 
(39) and RBI (155) while hitting .320. 


HAL NEWHOUSER: Was the dominant 
pitcher in baseball during the war 
years for the Tigers. Led AL in victories 
with 29 in '44, 25 in '45 and 26 in ‘46. 
Won strikeout crowns in '44 and ‘45 
and ERA titles in '45 (1.81) and '46 (1.94). 


CHARLIE KELLER & TOMMY HENRICH: 
The men who flanked the great Joe Di- 
Maggio in the Yankee outfield of the 
‘40s. Henrich hit over .300 twice in the 


‘40s and led the AL in runs with 138 in - 


4948. Keller hit 30 or more homers 3 
times during the decade and three 
times knocked in over 100 runs. 


DOC CRAMER: While he had his biggest 
seasons with the A's and Red Sox in the 
'30s, this New Jersey native hit .303 for 
Boston in 1940 and .300 for the Tigers 
in '43. In the '45 World Series with Ti- 
gers he hit .379—at age 39. 
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SPUD CHANDLER: One of those “al- 
most” Hall of Famers who just needed 
a couple of more productive seasons 
to make Cooperstown. Won 20 games 
for Yankees in both '43 and '46 and 
won ERA titles in '43 and '47. Has 
lifetime record of 109-43 with 2.84 ERA 
for 11 years. 


BOBBY DOERR: The great Red Sox' sec- 
ond baseman and sparkplug of their 
teams that perennially challenged the 
Yankees for the pennant in the ‘40s. 
Had 105 RBI in 1940, 102 in '42, 116 in 
‘47, 111 in '48 and 109 in '49. Hit career- 
high .325 in ‘44. 


DOM DIMAGGIO: Joe's younger brother 
played centerfield next to Ted Williams 
in the Red Sox outfield of the ‘40s. Hit 
over .300 three times in the decade. A 
speedy leadoff hitter, Dom scored 100 
or more runs six times in his career. He 
retired in 1953 with a .298 career 
average. 
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y all rights, the 50s should 
be remembered for the feats of those 
great sluggers Joe DiMaggio, Ted 
Williams and Mickey Mantle, all of 
whom were synonymous with the 
decade in one way or another. Yet, 
aside from Mantle's Triple Crown year 
of 1956, and Williams’ batting titles at 
age 39 and 40 in '57 (.388) and '58 (.328), 
this great trio of batsmen actually did 
their greatest damage in other 
decades. The '50s, meanwhile, seemed 
to be a time in which pitchers thrived 
in the American League. 

Naturally the Yankee staff of Allie 
Reynolds, Vic Raschi, Eddie Lopat and, 
later, Whitey Ford was among the best 
there was, but the Indians’ big four of 
Bob Lemon, Early Wynn, Mike Garcia 
and Bob Feller (in his twilight years) 
was reputed to be better. Three of 
them, Lemon, Wynn and Feller, are 
now enshrined in the Hall of Fame. 
What it came down to was this: the 
Yankees were simply better balanced 
overall, which accounted for their 
ability to claim eight of the 10 
American League pennants from 
1950-59. 


It began in 1950 with Raschi winning 
21 games, Lopat 18 and Reynolds 16. 
Lemon led the league with 23 wins that 
year and Wynn chipped in with 18, but 
the Indians finished fourth, six games 
behind Casey Stengel’s Yankees. A big 
factor in the Tigers’ second place finish 
that year was the career-high 19 wins 
contributed by Art Houtteman. The 
year 1951 produced similar results 
with Raschi and Lopat each winning 21, 
but the Indians moved up to second 
on the strength of three 20-game win- 
ners: Feller with a league leading 22 
and Lemon and Wynn with 20 each. 
The end result was the same, though: 
Yankees winners by five lengths. 

In 1952, Allie Reynolds surged to the 
forefront of the Yankee staff and led 
them to their fourth straight world 
championship with 20 wins and a 
league-leading 2.06 ERA. In their ac- 
customed runner-up spot, the Indians 
again placed the trio of Lemon (22), 
Wynn (23) and Garcia (22) in the 
20-victory circle. All three had ERAs 
under 3.00, too, but it was good 
enough only for second, two games 
back. That season diminutive Bobby 
Shantz led all AL hurlers with 24 wins 


for the Philadelphia Athletics, who 
made a surprise fourth place finish. 

The Yankees made it five in a row in 
'53 without the benefit of a 20-game 
winner, but there were other pitchers 
making headlines that year. Virgil 
Trucks won a combined 20 for the 
Browns and White Sox, Mel Parnell won 
21 for the Red Sox and Bob Porterfield, 
an ex-Yankee, led the league with 22 
wins for Washington. A year later the In- 
dians were finally able to overtake the 
Yankees as both Wynn and Lemon tied 
for the league lead in wins with 23, and 
Garcia won the ERA title with a 2.64 ERA 
to go along with his 19 wins. 

There would be other pitchers to put 
together outstanding seasons before 
the decade ran out. Trucks won 19 
again for the White Sox in '54 and his 
teammate, Billy Pierce had a league- 
leading 1.97 ERA in 1955. The Tigers’ 
Frank Lary, who was to build a reputa- 
tion as a great "Yankee killer,’ led the 
league with 21 wins in ‘56. When the 
Reynolds-Raschi-Lopat combine passed 
from the scene, Bob Turley joined Ford 
as the backbone of the Yankee staff. 
They combined for 35 wins in 1958.

MICKEY MANTLE: Won the Triple 
Crown in '56 with .353, 52, 130 marks 
and also won home run crowns with 37 
in'55 and 42 in '58. Was named AL MVP 
in '56 and '57. Hit over .300 six times 
from '52-'59. 


BOB LEMON: One of the greatest pitch- 
ers of all time, he had his banner sea- 
sons in the '50s when he had 20 or 
more wins five times. Led the league in 
wins (23) and strikeouts (170) in 1950. 
Named to Hall of Fame in 1976. 


NED GARVER: A vastly under-rated 
right-hander who had the misfortune 
of spending his entire career with sec- 
ond division clubs. Managed to win 20 
games for the last place Browns in '51 
and 14 for the fifth place Tigers in '54. 


MICKEY VERNON: The Yankees’ hitting 
coach practiced what he now preach- 
es. Won the second of his two AL bat- 
ting titles with .337 mark for Senators 
eee: Hit .290 or better six times in the 
"50s. 


VIRGIL TRUCKS: A great right-handed 
fastball pitcher. Won 52 games for the 
Browns and White Sox 1953-55. Pitched 
two no-hitters in the same year, 1952, 
the latter coming at the expense of 
the Yankees. 


PETE RUNNELS: A versatile infielder 
who played all four positions. Hit over 
.300 four times from 1956-60, culminat- 
ing with AL batting title in 1960 while 
with the Red Sox. 


ALLIE REYNOLDS: Considered to be the 
most valuable pitcher in baseball 
because of his ability to start and 
relieve with such great effectiveness. 
won five World Series games in the 
'50s. Led AL in ERA (2.07) and strikeouts 
(160) in '52. Finished with career 182- 
107 mark in 1954. 


HANK BAUER & GENE WOODLING: The 
Yankee outfield successors to Keller 
and Henrich. They did their share of 
squawking over Stengel's platooning 
but produced just the same. Woodling 
hit .309 and .306 in '52 and '53 respec- 
tively, while Bauer hit .290 or better 
five straight seasons, 1950-54. 


MEL PARNELL: The resident ace of the 
Red Sox staff in the '50s. An outstand- 
ing southpaw, he won 25 in '49 to lead 
the league and 18, 18, 12 and 21 the 
next four years respectively. Hurt his 
arm after the '53 season and retired 
prematurely in '56 at age 34 with a 
123-75 lifetime record. 


BILLY PIERCE: The outstanding left- 
hander in the AL in the '50s with only 
Whitey Ford considered his equal or 
better. Had back-to-back 20-win sea- 
sons for White Sox in '56 and '57 and 
was in double figures for wins in every 
year but one from 1950-59. 


EARLY WYNN: The other half of the In- 
dians' great 1-2 pitching punch of the 
'50s. Led the league with 22 wins for 
the White Sox in '59 and tied for league 
lead with 23 for Indians in '54. Retired 
after getting his 300th win in 1963 and 
was named to Hall of Fame in 1971. 
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Was a record-shatteri 
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ust as the '50s proved to be a 
golden decade for pitchers, the '60s 
year for hit- 
ters, particularly the sluggers. The 
most significant development that 
brought a hint of what was to come 
was the big trade made by the 
Yankees, Dec. 11, 1959. Having finished 
third in '59—their lowest finish in 11 
years—the Yankees underwent a ma- 
jor face-lifting with such familar hands 
as Hank Bauer, Marv Throneberry and 
Don Larsen going to the Athletics for 
Roger Maris. 


While Maris was acknowledged to be 
a gifted all-round outfielder, his best 
year had been in '58 with Cleveland 
when he hit 28 homers, knocked in 80 
runs and hit just .240. But in 1960, he 
belted 39 homers, quickly adapting his 
left-handed swing to the short 
rightfield porch at Yankee Stadium. He 
also led the league in RBI (112) and was 
named Most Valuable Player in leading 
the Yankees back to the top of the AL 
standings. The following season, 
however, Maris made baseball history 
by smashing Babe Ruth's longstanding 
home run record with 61. He again led 


the league in RBI with 142 to win his se- 
cond straight MVP award. Right behind 
was Mickey Mantle with 54 homers and 
128 RBI as the '61 Yankees put on one 
of the most awesome displays of 
power (240 homers) in anyone's 
memory. 


Maris and Mantle indeed set the tone 
for the '60s, clouting no less than 356 
homers between them from 1960-64. 
They were, however, not alone as ex- 
pansion seemed to bring about the 
revival of the long ball. 


In 1960, eight AL players—Roy 
Sievers, Bill Skowron, Jim Lemon, Ted 
Williams, Harmon Killebrew, Rocky Col- 
avito, Maris and Mantle had 25 or more 
homers. The following season that 
figure increased to 13 with six players 
scaling the 40-homer mark! 


The outstanding home run hitter of 
the '60s, from the standpoint of sheer 
consistency, had to be Harmon 
Killebrew, who led or tied for the 
league lead five times and hit 40 or 
more six times during the decade. But 
there were others too. Rocky Colavito, 
who hit four home runs in a game, 
June 10, 1959, hit 45 homers for the 


Tigers in 1961 and coupled that with 
140 RBI. Jim Gentile hit 46 homers that 
same season for the Orioles and con- 
tributed 141 RBI. Norm Cash, who won 
the ‘61 batting title with a .361 mark, 
hit 41 homers along with it. Roy 
Sievers, in the twilight of an illustrious 
career that featured 318 homers and 
four 100-plus RBI years, hit a combined 
55 homers for the White Sox in '60 and 
'61. Then in the waning years of the 
decade, massive Frank Howard, at 6-7, 
250, terrorized pitchers with 36, 44, 48 
and 44 homers respectively from 
1967-70. 


The Maris-Mantle tandem, with 115 
homers in '61, was, Of course unsur- 
passed in producing a 1-2 punch. Yet, 
the ‘60s spawned other home run 
teams that at least approached that 
mark. The '61 Tigers got a combined 86 
homers from Cash and Colavito; 
Killebrew and Bob Allison combined 
for 80 homers for the '63 Twins; Dick 
Stuart and Felix Mantilla had 63 for the 
eighth place Red Sox in '64; Frank 
Robinson and Boog Powell together 
clouted 83 in '66; and Carl Yastrzemski 
and Rico Petrocelli hit 40 apiece for the 
Red Sox in '69.

ROGER MARIS: A Hall of Fame oversight 
in the opinion of many. Broke the all- 
time one-season home run record with 
61 in '61 won back-to-back MVP awards 
for Yankees in '60 and '61. Had three 
straight 100-plus RBI years, 1960-62. 
Also a great defensive rightfielder. 


TONY OLIVA: One of the greatest 
“pure” hitters of his time until cut 
down by a knee injury in 1971. Won AL 
batting titles in his first two seasons in 
the league, 1964-65 and was Rookie of 
Year in '64. Had 217 hits his rookie year, 
a record. Led AL in total bases three 
straight years. 
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ROCKY COLAVITO: Hit 40 or more 
homers twice in the '60s and 30 or 
more five times. Knocked in 100 or 


more runs four times, including 
league-leading 108 in 1965 with In- 
dians. Wound up his career as a Yankee 
in 1968 and has 374 lifetime home 
runs. 
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HARMON KILLEBREW: The third great- 
est home run hitter per time at-bat in 
history. Holds AL record for most hom- 
ers by a right-handed hitter (573). Won 
five home run titles in the '60s and was 
named AL MVP in '69 when he led 
league in homers (49) and RBI (140). 


LUIS APARICIO: One offensive player 
who dominated the '60s with his speed 
instead of the long ball. Led the AL in 
stolen bases from 1960 through 1964 
with 51, 53, 31, 40 and 57 respectively. 
Also led all AL shortstops in fielding 
eight straight seasons, 1959-67. Holds 
major league record for most games 
by a shortstop—2,581. 
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NORM CASH: Won the AL batting title 
with .361 mark in '61 that also included 
41 homers and 132 RBI. Hit 30 or more 
homers four times during the decade 
and finished his career with 377. 


ROY SIEVERS: Hit 28 and 27 homers 
respectively for the White Sox in '60 
and '61 after coming over from the 
Senators. Retired in 1965 with 318 
career homers and 1,147 RBI. 


not succumb to the booming bats of 
the '60s. Won 25 games in '61 and 24 in 
‘63, both times leading the league. 
Named Cy Young Award winner in '61 
for his dazzling 25-4 mark. Elected to 
the Hall of Fame in 1974. 


BOOG POWELL: Another “monster 
man” (6-4, 246), he had his biggest 
season in ‘69 when he hit .304 with 37 
homers and 121 RBI to lead Orioles to 
the AL pennant. Had 34 homers and 
109 RBI for their '66 pennant-winning 
club. Won the AL MVP in 1970 and re- 
tired in '77 with 339 homers, 212 com- 
ing in the '60s. 
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FRANK HOWARD: At 6-7, 250, one of 
the most intimidating batters in base- 
ball history. Twice hit 44 homers in a 
season to win AL titles ('68 and '70). 
Best year was '69 when he hit 48 and 
knocked in 111 runs for Senators. Tied 
AL record by homering in six consecu- 
tive games.

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ver since its grand opening 
in 1923, Yankee Stadium reigned as 
the “queen of major league ball- 
parks. Indeed, it has always been one 
of the premier sites of New York, a 
palace of sports legends that has 
been the setting for a thousand 
memories forever etched in the an- 
nals of history. By the early 1970s, 
however, the Stadium had begun to 
show some wear from five decades of 
constant use. Rather than destroy the 
grand old ballpark as had been done 
with so many others (Ebbets Field, the 
Polo Grounds, Shibe Park in Philadel- 
phia and Forbes Field in Pittsburgh), it 
was decided to preserve Yankee Sta- 
dium and all its majesty. A facelift was 
the order of the day, spearheaded by 
then-New York mayor John Lindsay. 


The task began Oct. 1, 1973 when 
Mrs. Babe Ruth was presented with 
the home plate that the Babe had 
crossed sO many times at the end of 
his home runs, and first base was 
presented to Mrs. Lou Gehrig, whose 
husband had held forth there 
through a record 2,130 consecutive 
games. The outfield fences were 
brought in slightly and removed were 
the many columns that for 50 years 
had obstructed the sight lines. The 
famous decorative facade that circled 
the upper roof of the old stadium also 
was removed, but it was preserved by 
being re-built along the top of the 
center field wall that overlooks the 
bleachers. 


By April 15, 1976, the Stadium refur- 
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Chris Chambliss Ron Guidry 
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bishing was complete and a new era 
of Yankee baseball was ready to 
begin. With George M. Steinbrenner 
now having bought controlling in- 
terest in the team from CBS, the 
Yankees celebrated their return to 
The Stadium by winning their first 
pennant in 12 years. 


With Steinbrenner in command, the 
Yankees underwent some _ drastic 
changes, many of them brought 
about by the advent of free agency. 
Steinbrenner’s first major transaction 
was the signing of Catfish Hunter as a 
free agent on New Year's Eve, 1974 for 
an estimated $2.85 million. It was 
around Hunter the Yankees built their 
new championship image that would 
take them into the 1980s. 


The 1976 team which brought the 
American League pennant back to 
Yankee Stadium was led by three 
men: Thurman Munson, Graig Nettles 
and Roy White. Munson was the 
team’s spiritual leader, batting a solid 
.302 with 17 homers and a career-high 
105 RBI. Nettles led the American 
League in homers with 32 and White 
led the circuit in runs scored with 104. 

But after the '76 outfit bowed to 
the Reds in the World Series, Stein- 
brenner, never one to rest on his 
laurels, went out and strengthened 
his club even more by adding free 
agents Reggie Jackson and Don 
Gullett. They, too, proved to be wise 
and fruitful acquisitions for the 
Yankees. Jackson would hit 32 homers 
and drive in 110 during the season 
befcre destroying the Dodgers with a

record-tying three straight homers in 
the final game of the '77 World Series. 
Gullett, meanwhile, shrugged off arm 
woes to post a 14-4 record during the 
regular season. 


The off-season proved to be just as 
active for Steinbrenner as the 
Yankees, despite having risen back to 
the top of the baseball world, added 
reliever Goose Gossage to the cast for 
‘78. All Gossage did was lead the AL in 
saves with 27, then blank the Dodgers 
over six innings of three relief ap- 
pearances in the Yankees’ victorious 
1978 World Series. 


Not to be overlooked in the cham- 
pionships of 1976, 1977 and '78 were 
the accomplishments of Chris Cham- 
bliss and Ron Guidry too. Chambliss 
hit what will surely be remembered as 
one of the most dramatic and impor- 
tant homers in Yankee Stadium his- 
tory when he clinched the '76 pen- 
nant with his ninth shot against the 
Royals. It was the culmination of his 
finest season in which he hit career 
high home run (17) and RBI (96) totals. 
Guidry, of course, was the catalyst of 
the Yankees’ '78 flag, putting togeth- 
er one of the finest seasons any pitch- 
er has ever enjoyed: 25-5, 1.74 ERA, 16 
complete games, two playoff wins 
and one World Series triumph. 


The 1970s were a time of rebirth for 
both the Yankees and their grand old 
Stadium. Jacob Ruppert, the man 
who started it all back in 1923, would 
have certainly been proud with the 
way his championship tradition had 
been restored.

Ted is considered by many to have been 
the greatest hitter who ever lived. He 
surely prided himself in his keen batting 
eye and, in retiring with a .344 average, he 
won seven American League batting titles.

Ted is also the last ma- 
jor leaguer to hit over .400, having achiev- 
ed the feat with a .406 mark in 1941. In ad- 
dition to his batting crowns, Ted led the 
AL in homers five times and RBI five 
times. He has two Triple Crowns to his 
credit—in 1942 and '47 and was named AL 
Most Valuable Player in 1946 and "49. Ted 
was elected to the Hall of Fame in 1966.

Bill is considered one of baseball's all-time 
great catchers. Until broken by Johnny 
Bench in 1980, he held the record for the 
most seasons in a row having caught 100 or 
more games (13). He also tied the Major 
league record for most home runs with the 
bases loaded in two consecutive games. All 
told, Bill appeared in 1,789 big league 
games—all with the Yankees—from 1928 
through 1946. His lifetime average is .313 
and with it he hit 202 home runs and knock- 
ed in 1,209 runs.

Billy is generally regarded as one of the 
premier left-handers in baseball during the 
1950s.

Yogi was especially one of the greatest 
clutch hitters in baseball history and hit 
.274 for 14 World Series. He was elected to
